District Court Judge Wilbur 
Hamm of negligence in not 
keeping closer watch over his 
son, William. 


Mrs. 
Hnyt's 
husband,

died 
after 
being 


stabbed with a jagged piece of 
glass and struck with the butt 
end of a rifle at his home on July 
12,1975, police said. 


William Hamm, 28, one of 


Hoyt's patients, was 
found 


mentally incompetent to stand 
trial and was committed to the 
Forensic Center at Ypsilanti. 


Mrs. Hoyt's suit also alleged 


that Henry Ford Hospital in 
Detroit 
should 
have 
kept 


William Hamm hospitalized 
because he was psychopathic. 


The suit contends the hospital 


failed to use due care in treating 
William Hamm and failed to 
give him proper counseling.

Hamm, said Friday that on two 
occasions before the slaying, 
Hamm was admitted to Port 
Huron 
General 
Hospital's 


psychiatric section. Cummings 
said on both occasions, Hoyt in-

that his patient be 


released from the hospital on 


' grounds that Hamm was being 


held illegally. 


Cummings also was William 


Hanim's lawyer when Hie St. 
Clair County prosecutor tried to 
bring him to trial. 


At his preliminary examina- 


tion in St. Clair County Circuit 
Court in 1975, Hamm's mother, 
Francis, was on the witness 
stand Iwing questioned by St. 
Clair County Prosecutor Peter 
Di-gan. Young lljrnm picked up 
a chair and threw at the 
prosecutor but hit a detective 


instead. 


A visiting Oakland County 


circuit judge ruled Hamm in- 
competent to stand trial after 
several days of testimony. 


Hamm became Hoyt's patient 


after Hamm underwent brain 
surgery* in the spring of 1975. On 
Jan. 1. 1975, young Hamm said 


he was struck on the head and 
nibbed outside a bar. Police 
investigated the robbery, but 
never arrested anyone.

Beverly Hills Supper Club fire 
(hat killed al least 161 persons 
was caused by a short circuit in 
a power cord of a decorative 
water 
fountain 
pump and 


burned for more than an hour 
before being discovered, a 
private investigating team has 
concluded. 


The Atlanta-based three-man 


team reported its findings to 
Kentucky fire officials Thurs- 
day night after an inspection of 
the nightclub in Southgate, Ky., 
across the Ohio river from Cin- 
cinnati, The Associated Press 
learned Friday. 


The team estimated that last 


Saturday's fire began around 7 
p.m. EOT, in (he fountain 
located near the Zebra Room, a 
small dining facility located at 
the front of the club. 


The first word of the fire 


came at 8:45 p.m. when a wai- 
tress handed a message to bus- 
boy Walter Bailey. He was in the 
crowded Cabaret Room in the 
rear of the nightclub and in- 
terrupted a comedians' act on 
stage to ask people to leave the 
building, avoiding at first any 
mention of fire. 


The first alarm was received 


by firefighters at 9:02 p.m. 


The short circuit in the water 


pump probably was caused by 
chafing of the power cord 
against an unprotected hole in 
the fountain's meta! frame, the 
team said. 


A wedding reception plannned 


for the Zebra Room was moved 
elsewhere because the room 
became too warm. The oc- 
cupants thought the air condi- 
tioning had failed, the team 
reported. 


However, the team said it 


found that the room was cool on 
one side and hot on the side 
where the fire was moving up a 
steel I-beam behind heavily 
plastered walls. The beam acted 
as a chimney and the fire even- 
tually reached the club's attic 
space, where it was trapped 
beneath a metal roof, the team 
said. 


The team said the fire moved 


from the attic to above the 
Cabaret Room where several 
hundred persons were waiting 
to hear entertainer John David- 
son, 
who escaped without in- 


jury. 


Most of the fire's victims died 


trying to leave the Cabaret 
Room as smoke billowed in. 


The team 
completed 
its 


investigation Thursday after 
state officials and out-of-state 
experts spent two days looking 
for clues into the cause of the 
blaze. Jack Hall, an aide to 
Kentucky Gov. Julian Carroll, 
authorized the investigating 


team's presence on the scene. 


Hall is coordinating an inves- 


tigation by slate police and the 
stale 
fire marshal's 
office 


seeking to determine whether 
Uie nightclub complied with fire 
codes. 


He said Friday night that 


authorities will not issue a final 
report on the cause of the fire 
until interviews with persons 
who survived the fire, labora- 
tory evidence and documents 
are compiled.

In His Family's 'Roots'

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Horse 
thieves? 
In 
the 


President's family? Jimmy 
Carter says so. But he's not 
saying who they were. Or how 
many. His aides say it's a 
family secret. 


Carter 
was 
presented 


Friday with his family tree, 
traced by the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints 
(Mormon). Genealogies arc 
important to the Mormon 
religion. It's no secret that 
the President's great-great 
grandfather shot a man. Or 
that the President's grand- 
father was shot to death. But 
the President, maybe as a 
joke, added a touch of mys- 
tery to his roots when he told 
church officials: 


"We've uncovered some 


embarrassing ancestors in 
the 
nol-too-distant-past. 


(There were) some horse 
thieves and some people 
killed on Saturday night. One 
of my relatives, unfortuna- 
tely, was even in the news- 
paper business." If the horse 
thieves are a joke, the While 
House press office is going 
along. It refers questioners to 
published 
accounts 
of 


violence in Carter's family. 
But it says the identities of 
the horse thieves are secrets 
only the President can reveal. 
The church isn't talking. 


The Atlanta Journal and 


Constitution give the follow- 
ing accounts: Wiley Carter, 
the President's great-great- 
grandfather, was acquitted of 
an 18-11 murder charge in 


Warren County, Ga. He was 
accused of shooting a man 
named Usry, whose 
first 


name was not recorded, in a 
dispute over a slave. Wit- 
nesses said Usry accused 
Carter's wife of infidelity. 
The sheriff 
testified that 


Carter and Usry raised their 
guns at the same time. 


Wiley's son, Walker, "was 


killed right after the Civil 
War in a drunken row with 
his partner over the proceeds 
of a flying jenny (a simplified 
merry-go-round) they owned 
and operated," according to 
one researcher interviewed 
by the Atlanta newspapers. 
The researcher says the 
killer fled to South America. 
But the President's uncle Al- 
ton, Walker's grandson, says 
he always heard that Walker 


died of diphtheria. 


Alton's 
father. 
William 


Archibald "Billy" Carter, the 
President's grandfather, was 
shot to death in Early County. 
Ga.. in 1903. Alton, then 15, 
says his father got into a dis- 
pute with a man to whom he 
had rented a store. When the 
man moved out, he took a 
desk that the elder Carter 
claimed was his. "They got to 
arguing and fussing and then 
that fellow up and shot him ... 
" says Alton. 


There were three mistrials

By Any Name, Jimmy's 
Reforms Are Just Taxes 


Webster's does not list the words 


"reform" and "tax" as synonyms, but 
in the vocabulary of many politicians 
they are. It is a rare tax reform 
proposal which does not include new 
taxes or added tax revenues from 
some source. 


Even energy reform, in the Carter' 


plan, involves higher taxes — with 
rebates flowing not into energy solu- 
tions but largely to a mixture of wel- 
fare changes. Congress is showing lit- 
tle enthusiasm for many of the Carter 
energy proposals, so it is possible the 
tax-rebate part may be jettisoned. 


Undaunted, the administration is in 


the beginning stages of discussions on 
tax reform proposals. That is almost a 
standard legislative initiative by each 
succeeding administration, but the 
leakage already coming from this ad- 
ministration is of new taxes. 


Would you believe extending the 


federal income tax to Social Security 
and unemployment benefits? Or a 
proposal to force estates to pay income 
taxes on the gains in asset values? 


Super Insulation 


Of Homes Brings 
A New Hazard 


Something of a counter-reaction has 


come forth to the idea that homes 
should be insulated as near air-tight 
as possible. A report by two scientists 
.submitted 
to the U.S. Energy 


Research and Development Adminis- 
tration says that may be fine as far as 
energy conservation is concerned, but 
it might also trap pollutants inside the 
home. 


The report points out that indoor 


pollution "is frequently worse than 
pollution levels outdoors and possibly 
:more hazardous to health because the 
majority of the population spends far 
more time indoors than outdoors." 


Taken in its full context, that advice 


could spawn another new energy- 
related industry — indoor pollution 
indicators to warn the homeowner 
when he should open the windows, 
energize 
a 
filtering 
system 
or 


evacuate. Decisions down the road 
aren't becoming any easier. 


These were some of the proposals put 
forth at a May 16 tax reform session 
within the administration. Reportedly, 
the President showed interest in these 
proposals, 


Once again, it is difficult to imagine 


Congress going along with such 
"reforms," particularly since these 
new taxes in many instances would be 
levied against individuals with limited 
incomes. But that such proposals 
would be even tentatively discussed 
indicates the depth of the add-a-tax 
psychology prevalent in Washington. 


And there isn't any question but that 


President Carter is the spiritual leader 
of the reform-by-taxation revivalists. 
He exhibited his fervor Wednesday in 
an attack on "selfish interests" of or- 
ganized big business for opposing 
creation of a new federal agency to 
protect consumers. He urged Congress 
to make haste setting up the agency, 
which would be headed by an ad- 
ministrator 
appointed 
by 
the 


President. 


Carter said the agency's $10.4 


million annual budget would be.only as 
much as the Defense Department or 
the Department of Health Education 
and Welfare "spends in an hour." 


What the President didn't say, 


however, is that the agency, as 
proposed in the bill Carter supports, 
would have power to intervene when 
regulatory 
agencies 
are 
making 


decisions affecting the consumer's 
pocketbook, safety and other matters. 


In other words, the agency could, by 


intervention, delay interminably prac- 
tically every administrative decision 
and legislative action at every level of 
government. 
By comparison, 
the 


delaying tactics of that celebrated 
proponent of procrastination, the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, would 
appear to be streamlined efficiency. 
Resulting price increases would cost 
consumers billions. 


Jimmy Carter touched a responsive 


chord among voters when he cam- 
paigned for the Presidency by cas- 
tigating burgeoning bureaucracy and 
rising taxes. But now that he's in of- 
fice, Jimmy's castigating congress- 
men and anyone else who fights new 
taxes. 


Jimmy's pretty nimble at playing to 


the special interests while accusing 
others of doing so. 


Mere Threat Of Idi's 
Presence Makes News 


The British Commonwealth of Na- 


tions is a mere shadow of the old 
British Empire, which in 1900 con- 
sisted of nearly one-fourth of the 
world's population and land area. 
Officially set up in 1931, the Com- 
monwealth consisted of dependencies 
of Great Britain as well as former 
British colonies and dominions and 
was administered 
by the 
British 
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Foreign Office. In 1965, it became an 
independent association of states that 
is run collectively by its members. 
The Commonwealth is self-financed 
and has 
its own administrator, 


Secretary-General 
Shridaih 
S. 


Ramphal. 


The Commonwealth holds meetings 


of its heads of state every two years. 
The last three were in Kingston, 
Jamaica (1975), Ottawa (1973) and 
Singapore 
(1971). 
This 
year's 


conference, timed to coincide with 
Queen Elizabeth's 25th year on the 
throne, will take place in London 
June 8-18. The 1975 conference in 
Kingston focused on international 
economic questions, the problems of 
southern Africa and questions involv- 
ing rich vs. poor nations. Heads of 
state or government of 33 nations at- 
tended. 


Press reports on the upcoming 


London meeting have centered on 
whether or not Ugandan President Idi 
Amin will attend. Amin seized power 
in Uganda on June 25, 1971, while his 
predecessor, Milton Obote, was at- 
tending the Singapore conference. 
After his request for a special plane 
and a Scots Guard escort were denied 
by Queen Elizabeth, Amin did not 
show up for the 1973 Ottawa meeting. 


He also was absent two years ago in 


Kingston. This year, again, he has 
been making noises about attending. 
It is hardly a secret that the British 
government wishes he would stay 
home. And it obviously expects that 
he will. Idi-stay-homc stories have 
appeared in the press; not for at- 
tribution, and they may prove an ex- 
cuse for both Amin and other Com- 
monwealth leaders to avoid a sticky 
situation.

Transbus Ruling 


A Landmark? 


WASHINGTON - The Trans- 


bus decision produced barely a 
ripple when it was announced 
here recently, but it eventually 
could be as significant a land- 
mark for the nation's 6.4 million 
handicapped people as the 1954 
Supreme Court decision outlaw- 
ing segregated schools was for 
the county's blacks. 


Racial discrimination in the 


public schools didn't come to a 
halt until many years after the 
high court's ruling, but that 
decision had both immediate 
and long-term psychological ef- 
fects which probably were as 
important as the physical act of 
desegregation. 


It gave blacks a very real 


sense of self-confidence, pride 
in a major accomplishment and 
the hope of gaining redress of 
other 
inequitable 
and 


discriminators' practices. 


The Transbus decision could 


have the same impact on the 
handicapped, a truly oppressed 
minority whose voice seldom 
has been heard in a era when 
dozens of other groups have 
been noisily clamoring for the 
dubious distinction of being 
most victimized by real or 
imagined discrimination. 


Suffering not .only from im- 


paired physical abilities, the 
handicapped also know the 
humiliation of being regularly 
pitied, shunned and derided by ' 
those more fortunate. 


But 
now (hey have 
an 


unprecedented sense of pride 
and achievement, knowing that 
in the Transbus case they 
emerged victorious from a 
confrontation with both the 
federal government and the na-. 
lion's largest manufacturing 
firm, the General Motors Corp. 


The Transbus decision wasn't 


a court opinion, but an ad- 
ministrative 
ruling 
handed 


down May 19 by Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams which 
will, in effect, guarantee that 


for the first time handicapped 
people will have access to com- 
muter buses in all major cities. 


For the healthy and ambula- 


tory, that may not sound like a 
development of great con- 
sequence. But millions of the 
disabled find it extremely dif- 
ficult or impossible to now use 
the bus, are unable to drive 
themselves or cannot afford 
specially equipped cars. 


Included in that category are 


not 
only 
those 
bound 
to 


wtieelchairs and tied to crutches 
because of permanent injuries 
but also those suffering from 
blindnesss, cerebral palsy, cys- 
tic fibrosis, muscular dys- 
trophy; neurological disorders 
and a host of other major 
maladies. 


From thenv ramps in subur- 


ban shopping centers and hire- 
the-handicapped 
programs 


downtown are meaningless if 
they cannot even reach the 
buildings where the stores and 
jobs are located. 


At the core of their problem is 


the current version of the urban 
commuter bus, introduced in 
1959. Its floor is 34 inches above 
the street, and even non-han- 
dicapped passengers regularly 
have problems negotiating the 
three steep steps while board- 
ing. 


Ten years ago, the National 


Academy 
of 
Engineering 


concluded that a low-floor bus 
was "the most desirable means 
— within the existing state of 
the art — for improving bus 
transportation. In 1971. the 
Department of Transportation 
(DOT) established the Transbus 
program to develop such a 
vehicle. 


In the ensuing five years. 


DOT spent $27 million and con- 
vinced each of the country's 
three bus manufacturers — 
subsidiaries of General Motors, 
American Motors and Roho In- 
dustries — to build a pron>t> pe.

Erhard, former Chancellor and 
miracle man of West Ger- 
many's 
postwar

month at age 80, scarcely fit 
the role of hero. 


Rotund and pinck-checked, a 


large black cigar always pro- 
truding from the center of his 
circular face. Erhard, in ap- 
pearance, suggested nothing 
beyond 
a 
complacent 


prosperity. 


Yet a hero he undoubtedly 


was. a genuine hero of our 
time, full of significance for us 
now. That improbable exterior 
concealed an enormous in- 
tellectual and political courage. 


It will be worthwhile to take 


a moment here to think about 
Erhard. 


In the immediate aftermath 


of World War II, Germany was 
a truncated, flattened, bomb- 
scarred wreck. The consensus 
at the time was that recovery 
would take a generation. First 
in his native Bavaria, however, 
and 
later 
as 
director 
of 


economic affairs in the British 
and 
American 
occupation 


zones, Erhard devoted himself 
single-mindedly to his mission, 
gelling the economy moving 
again. 


He was responsible for two 


major measures, both of them 
brilliantly successful. 


In 1948, he inaugurated a 


currency reform tha earned 
him the affectionate nickname 
of "the father of the deutsche 
mark." Because of inflation, 
the currency then in use, the 
reichsmark, had become vir- 
tually 
worthless. 
Barter, 


hoarding, 
black 
markets 


dominated the scene. In the 
phrase of the time, Germany 
had a Lucky Strike economy. If 
you wanted something, you 
paid for it in cigarettes. 


In the summer of 1948, long 


lines of ragged Germans lined 
up 
(o exchange worthless 


reichsmarks 
for 
Erhard's 


newly printed deutsche marks. 
An astonishing transformation 
resulted. Hoarded goods reap- 
peared on the shelves. Farm 
produce began showing up in 
the markets. Factories geared 
up. 


Erhard's 
second 
masters- 


troke was delivered the same 
year. Making his move on a 
Sunday, 
when 
neither 
the 


Allied Occupation authorities 
or other German politicians 
were in a position to interfere, 
the director of economic affairs 
went to the radio. He an- 
nounced that he had decreed 
the end of rationing and of 
nearly all economic controls. 


"Turn the people loose," he 


said, "and they will make the 
country- strong." 


He then sat back as the 


storm broke over him. The 
American Military Governor, 
General 
Lucius 
Clay, 


denounced 
the 
move. 
The 


Social 
Democrats 
allacked 


Erhard. predictably, for help- 
ing the rich at the expense of 
the 
poor. 
Speeches 
and 


demonstrations depicted him 
as heartless, irresponsible a 
fool. 


Erhard 
endured 
and 


prevailed. By the spring of the 
next year, the signs were mul- 
tiplying 
that 
the 
German 


economy was about to take off. 
The removal of rent controls 
and space allotment regula- 
tions stimulated the building 
industry, tax reforms helped 
give birth to the auto industry 
and soon Volkswagens were 
rolling off the assembly lines 
and onto the highways of the 
world, 
and 
this 
in 
turn 


stimulated the steel and other 
industries. 


Energized by the free forces 


of the market. West Germany, 
under Erhard's benign super- 
vision, soon outproduced the 
much larger pre-war Gvniuii>. 
rapidly fncrluuk the utln-r in- 
dustrial powers of Europe, and 
then surpassed them. Today, 
the West German Economy is 
the 
strongest 
in 
Western 


Europe, its currency the soun- 
dest, with the possible excep- 
tion of the Swiss franc.

customers to make short-haul long distance cails at a discount rate is now available. The new 
offering, named "Circle Calling." has been developed by Michigan Bell for residence 
customers who make a substantial number of calls outside their local calling area. Circle 
Calling provides discounts for dialed calls within a 30-mile radius of a customer's exchange 


It costs an additional S2.50 a month, with a call allowance of S1.5II and a 30 percent discount 


on long distance calls to exchange centers located wilhin 30 miles of the central office serving 
a customer, explained Ed Mabin, district manager here for Michigan Bell. "This new 
offering gives those who have such calling needs a plan they may subscribe to. and those who 
don't have such needs do not have to pay for such service." Mabin said. 


Circle Calling discounts apply at all times except from 7 a.m. to noon Mondays through 


Fridays. Under the plan, if a customer is accustomed to calling from a residence to an 
individual 21-25 miles away, for example, the regular day rate is II cents a minute. With 
Circle Calling, the day rate would be discounted at 3D percent and the evening rate would be 
discounted an additional 30 percent. 


The allowance of $1.50 would give this customer up to 19 "free" or "allowable" day 


minutes, or up to 27 "free" or "allowable" evening minutes. After the allowance of "Free" 
minutes is used up, the rate would then be 7.7 cents per minute between noon and 5 p.m., and 
5.39 cents after 5.

troversial but widely influential 
Roman Catholic theologian, the 
Rev. Hans Kung, says Roman

churches should now recognize 
each other's ministries as valid 
and share Holy Communion. 


The basis for such steps, he 


says, has come through resolu- 
tion of the major issues 
originally dividing Christianity. 
"The ecumenical movement is 
now ripe for concrete action," 
he says. 


Citing the series of accords 


reached 
by 
theologians 


representing Catholicism and 
various branches of Protestan- 
tism, he told a symposium of 
scholars this week at the 
University of Notre Dame: 


"The sum of these documents 


... make clear that the churches 
today can no longer evade the 
issue of Eucharistic hospitality 
or inter-Communion." 


He said at the grass-roots 


level. Catholics and Protestants 
in many places already par- 
ticipate in inter-Communion, 
and he called for "open pro- 
test" to set the church 
hierarchy 
to bring 
official 


practice into line with the new 
understandings achieved. 


"The leadership of all the 


churches can inspire little con- 
fidence as long as it does not 
show itself ready and able to 
put into practice the results of 
theological labor," he said. 


"Among Ihe matters calling 


for such realization arc: the 
mutual recognition of minis- 
tries, 
the 
extension 
of 


Eucharistic hospitality and the 
establishment ultimately of full 
Eucharistic communion." 


However, he said that despite 


the agreements, church of- 
ficials invoke stalling tactics 
that to many seem like "sub- 
terfuge to avoid doing what has 
to be done." 


Father Kung's work has sub- 


jected him to recurrent Vatican 


investigation and his latest 
widely selling book. "On Being 
a Christian" (Doubleday) has 
drawn 
praise 
of 
many 


theologians and criticism from 
church authorities. 


He said Christians generally 


have come to recognize that 
they "all worship one and the 
same God and acknowledge one 
and the same Savior Jesus 
Christ," and as a result, belong 
to one baptized community, 
sharing the same spirit, faith 
and Holy Communion. 


"This 
new 
grass-roots 


ecumenism is a source of great 
hope," he said, adding that if it 
is "officially repressed or 
driven out of the churches, the 
spiritual damages for a long 
time to come will be irrepara- 
ble."

Episcopal Priest Handed 
25-40 Year Sentence

WINCHESTER, Tenn. (AP) 


— An Episcopal priest who ran 
a home for wayward hoys has 
been sentenced to at least 25 
years in prison for committing 
homosexual acts with the young 
residents and filming the boys 
as they engaged in orgies. 


The Rev. Claudius I. Vermilye 


Jr., 48, wns sentenced on Friday 
to 25 to 40 years in the state 


penitentiary, w'hich would make 
him eligible for parole in about 
13 years. Circuit Court Judge 
Thomas A. Greer also set bond 
at §20,000. 


A'jury of 10 men and two 


women had convicted the priest 
of committing unnatural sex 
acts and of aiding and abetting 
such acts by filming them. 


Defense attorneys said they 


would request a new trial within 
30 days, the first step in 


launching an appeal. 


Prosecutors accused the Rev. 


Mr. V'ermilye of heading one of 
the nation's largest homosexual 
pornography rings from Boys 
Farm Inc. here. 


During the four-day trial, 


three sponsors of the home tes- 
tified that the priest invited 
them to Tennessee to have sex 
with the juvenile residents. 


Four former residents of Boys 


Farm look the stand to testify 
that the Rev. Mr. Vermilye had 
sex with several boys in his care 
and photographed some boys 
having sex with each other. 


But the turning point ap- 


peared to come when the priest 
rejected the advice of his attor- 
neys and took the stand in his 
own defense. 


Under cross-examination, the 


Rev. Mr. Vermilye admitted he 
had taken photos of several 
young residents — and of his 
own son — in the nude to send to 
artists and to homosexuals 
whom he was attempting to 
counsel. 


He conceded he had adver- 


tised Boys Farm in Screw 
Magazine, the New York City- 
based sex publication.

A Plus For Track Owners 


"LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A bill increasing the percentage that 


racetrack owners can collect from the daily betting handle has 
been approved by the state legislature. The bill, passed 83-18 by 
the House Thursday and sent to the governor Friday, also cracked 
down on unregulated wagering. The bill boosts from 16.5 per cent 
to 20 per cent the commission racetrack owners can collect on 
money wagered at their tracks. Tracks use the commission for 
upkeep, employe wages and race purses. The bill would yield an 
extra S3 million a year for the state's six tracks. The racing 
associations say the higher commission will enable them to offer 
purses competitive with Delaware. New York. New Jersey and 
Illinois, which have been attracting Michigan horses. The bill, 
sponsored by Rep. Michael O'Brien, D-Dctroit, also outlaws 
off-track "messenger services" that collect wagers from citizens 
on the street and place them at the tracks. 


Antitrust Law Sought 


LANSING (AP) — Ally. Gen. Frank Kelley has called for a new- 


Michigan antitrust law. It would give the attorney general the 
authority to represent all Michigan residents victimized by illegal 
trade actions and to move against firms whose actions have 
injured the state's economy, Kelley said. Under the bill, certain 
violations of antitrust law would be illegal regardless of how- 
reasonable they are. Some courts have thrown out cases where 
admitted violations were found reasonable. The attorney genera! 
would enforce the law with subpoena power and a. $500.000 fund 
maintained by revenues from antitrust suits, both provided for in 
the bill. Damages could be recovered by the state or individuals 
who had suffered from indirect price fixing, where the effect of 
price fixing had been passed through a middleman. 


Plating Firm Owner Guilty 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — A Grand Rapids plating com- 


. pany owner convicted on 95 charges of dumping deadly chemicals 


into city sewers has one year to clean up his plant. Willis DeBoer, 
56, owner of Superior Metal Finishing Co., pleaded guilty to 22 
counts involving 95 charges of violating city sewage disposal or- 
dinances. District Court Judge Louis Simhauser fined DeBoer a 
total of $2,420 but suspended the fine during one year's probation. 
Before the year ends, DeBoer must repay the city §4,300 for water 
tests and install a filtering system that will cost S80.000 to 8100,000. 


" DeBoer also was ordered to repay the city for any fines the state 


imposes if his chemicals elude the treatment plant and get into the 
Grand River. Chemists said the plant's dumpings included 
cyanide 370 times the legal limit, zinc 250 times more than the law- 
allows, and chrome discharges 150 times the amount permitted. 
Tile ruling also allows the court to close the company if DeBoer 
fails to meet terms of the order. 


Ford To Cover Repairs 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford Motor Co. has agreed to repay cus- 


tomers some or aii m the money spent repairing car engines 
damaged in cold weather because they weren't lubricated 
correctly. A Ford spokesman said he had not yet determined how- 
many cars might be affected nationwide. Involved are 1974 
through 1977 Pintos, Mustangs, Bobcats and Capris with four- 
cylinder engines, and 1975 through 1977 Mavericks, Comets. 
Granadas and Monarchs with 250-cubic-inch, six-cylinder engines. 
Ford has sold several million of those cars nationwide since 19(4. 
The situation first came to light in Wisconsin, where a consumer 
group complained of repair bills averaging S350 to S450 resulting 
from damage to the pistons and cylinder walls. The damage, 
known as scuffing, resulted from metal to metal friction caused by 
lack of lubrication, the group charged. 
Imported Cars Booming 


DETROIT (AP) — Paced by fuel-stingy imports, new car sales 


in May hit their highest levels in nearly four years. It was the third 
straight month that consumers had bought a record number of the 
small foreign cars. Sales of domestic new cars remained at near- 
record levels but failed lo match the imports' record setting per- 
formance due to continued relatively sluggish sales of U.S.-built 
small cars. Industry analysis said the tremendous demand for 
foreign autos was a sign of mounting energy-consciousness. Total 
retail deliveries in the month were 1.052,993, up 14.5 per cent from 
a year ago. Tile daily selling rate of 42,120 was the highest since 
June 1973 and third best for any month ever. Import sales in May 
jumped to 219,600. up 74 per cent gain from May 1976. The total 
easily surpassed [lie previous any month record of 206,200 set in 
April. 
State Sues EPA, Detroit 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The slate is asking a federal.court to 


release $300 million lo the City of Delroil to help clean up its 
pollution of the Detroil River and Lake Erie. In a suit filed Friday 
againsl both ih.e U.S. Environmental Protection Agency and the 
city. Ally. Oen. Frank Kelley also asks the U.S. District Court in 
Detroit lo supervise Detroit's efforts lo solve the problem in its 
massive sewage treatment plant. Detroit was sued by the EPA in 
May in an attempt to end excessive sewage emissions into the 
river. The agency wants to withhold a S300 million grant thai was 
to help tile city clean up its problems, and also wants to fine 
Detoil $10.000 a day for violations of federal rules. The EPA suit 
also asks the court to set up a new sewer rale structure for 
residents of Detroil and Ihe 76 suburban communities served by 
the system.

MAPUTO, Mozambique (AP) — Three years of racial upheaval 


have created more than a million black and white refugees in 
southern Africa. Men, women and children are leaving homes and 
work to escape the black wars against white dominance in 
Rhodesia and South-Wesl Africa — Namibia — racial lurbulence 
in South Africa, and the aftermath of the dismantling of Porlugal's 
African empire. More than 1,000 black refugees cross into 
Mozambique each month from war-torn border areas of Rhodesia. 
More than 1,400 whites are leaving Rhodesia each month. Since 
1974, more than 220,000 Portuguese have fled from Mozambique 
and an estimated 4011,000 have left Angola. About 250,000 blacks 
fled from the 1975 civil war in northern Angola and remain in 
Zaire.

department of Social Services. 


Del Mariani said the county 


DSS licenses some 85 adult 
foster care homes who care for 
about 300 people. Depending on 
the type of care, the homes arc 
paid between 8283 and S307 per 
month for each person, or less 
than M.OOO per year. 


By comparison, a year of care 


in some nursing homes or other 
institutions can cost up to 
S15.000, he said. 


"We're 
not only 
saving 


money, we're putting that 
money into the private sector 
rather than an institution and it 
stays in the county," Del 
Mariani noted. 


IX1! Mariani said operators of 


each adult home are required to 
go through training and meet 
strict health and fire code stan- 
dards to be licensed. Those go- 
ing into adult foster homes are 
carefully screened beforehand 
to make sure the home is suited 
la tliem. 


"What we're doing is getting 


people who because of some in- 
capacity can't live on their own 
or in the home of a relative, and 
placing them into a foster home 
where they feel a part'of the 
family." 


Because the program is 


funded through the resident's 
supplemental social security 
(SSI) payments, Del Mariani 
said adult foster care has 
helped remove much of the 
stigma attached to social aid by 
many families. 


Once they have been placed in 


a foster home, residents are 
encouraged to work, become 
involved in hobbies or other ac- 
tivities, and in general become 
a family member. Del Mariani 


said the intermediate school 
district, community 
mental 


health, 
and 
a 
sheltered 


workshop in the Bangor area 
help with a number of coun- 
seling and educationally sup- 
portive services. 


A few persons are eventually 


able to return to their own 
homes or families, he said. Al- 
most all show improvement 
over when they were in an ins- 
titution because of the indepen- 
dence and support they receive 
in the foster home, he added. 


"They feel a lot less threa- 


tened," Del Mariani said. 


He noted that at present there 


are a number of vacancies in 
county adult foster homes. This 
has allowed the DSS greater 
flexibility in matching a person 
,to a home that is suited to his 
needs and that he will feel 
happy in, Del Mariani said.

Thursday that the state Public 
Service Commission order the 
phone company to reduce its 
rales by $24,068. 


That would cut basic one- 


party rates from J16.35 a month 
to $14.45 a month for customers 
of the southwestern Michigan 
company.

highest in the stale for Ihe small 
community localed in Barry 
counly, about 15 miles north- 
west of Kularnazoo.

Communist oppression in Hun- 
gary, said, "There are two 
major problems facing our 
world today. One is that w« are 
choking on the waste materials 
created by the industrial age. 


and the other is that we are 
close to the end of the fuel sup- 
ply that keeps those machines 
running." 


She said the nearing of the 


earth's inhabitants to scraping 
the bottom of the energy barrel 
has awakened some to realizing 
that the orange-colored ball in 
the sky may hold the key to 
survival itself. 


Mrs. Andrassy. and her hus- 


band, Count Imre Andrassy,. 
met when he was a Hungarian 
military attache to her native 
Sweden. 


When the Communists took 


over Hungary, the Andrassys 
emigrated to the United States. 
After their- arrival in this 
country, Mrs. Andrassy, who 
speaks 
seven 
languages 


fluently, met Dr. Maria Telkes, 
a pioneer in the solar energy 
field. She asked Dr. Telkes lo 
help her write a book on solar 
energy. Because of her writings, 
Curtis-Wright Corporation, then 
located near Trenton, invited 
Mrs. Andrassy to become a 
member of the staff. This was In 
1958. 


The corporation constructed a 


100 per cent solar-heated house, 
with Ihe water and heating sys- 
tem 
developed 
by Mrs. 


Andrassy. The house, built in 
Clarksville, was subsequently 
purchased by the Shell Oil 
Company, and the solar house 
was torn down. 
- The Andrassys purchased a 
five-acre tract and home in 
Kingston so she could be close to 
her employment. They began 
working in earnest on develop- 
ment of solar devices. The 
Count is a mechanical engineer, 
and together the couple has 
constructed — and holds patents 
on — solar cooking ovens, solar 
water heaters and a" solar 
dehydrator. The instruments 
are ready for mass production. 


Another project conceived by 


Mrs. Andrassy is being given 
serious consideration in a pilot 
program in Princeton. Sewage 
sludge is being turned into fer- 
tilizer and distilled water. One 
320-square-foot solar still has 
been in use for more than a 
year.

Heath Company this fall will introduce two 


computers and several accessories that can 
be built from Heathkits for the use of hob- 
byists or businessmen, according to Michael 
Krieger, sales coordinator. 


Heath, located in St. Joseph, plans to sell 


the small computer kit for S375. Krieger 
believes most of the people who assemble the 
small unit will do so just to learn how com- 
puters operate. Coupled with a "memory" 
circuit board that will cost about SI40. the 
hobbyist will have a complete computer 
capable of storing information and doing 
relatively simple problems, he said. 


The second Heathkit computer will proba- 


bly be used by businessmen, he said. It will 
cost $1,295, plus the price of the accessories 
— a machine to punch the paper tape that can 


be used to program the machine and a video 
terminal. The larger unit can store informa- 
tion ranging from mailing lists to detailed 
accounting instructions, he said. The heart of 
the big computer. Krieger said, is a 
"microcomputer" that will be already as- 
sembled and supplied to Heath by the Digital 
Equipment Corporation, Marlborough, Mass. 


Heath, whose mailing address is Benlon 


Harbor, decided to enter the computer-kit 
field because the market seems to be ex- 
panding, he said. There are already about a 
dozen companies now marketing computer 
kits, he said. In the late 1950s and early 
19600s, Heath offered two analog computers. 
Too few were sold to continue the line, he 
said. Since then advanced technology has 
made computers more affordable and more 
useful, he added. 


BUSINESS COMPUTER: Heath Company says this computer, which will 
be on the market this fall in kit form for $1,295, can store and quickly 
retrieve information about ordering supplies, accounting or other things 
needed by the small businessman. Accessories available for the computer 
in Heathkits include a J530 video terminal and a $350 paper tape reader and 
punch.

Senator Birch Bayh. Democrat of Indians 


Yes The Electoral College system has three principal faults. First, it 
can elect a President and Vice President who have fewer popular 
votes than their opponents. Second, all votes do not count the same 
because under the unit rule, a President can be elected by carrying 
the 11 largest electoral vote states by the slimmest margin even 
though he loses all other states and the nationwide vote by a Jand- 
slide. Third, under the Electoral College system, the American peo- 
ple do not actually cast the votes which elect their President. Direct 
popular election is the only system that guarantees the voters do the 
electing: all votes count the same and .the candidate who receives 
the most votes is the one who wins.

No. The Electoral College should not be judged on narrow technical 
grounds or by hypothetical arguments but. rather, on the long-term 
political tendencies it promotes. The principal benefits of the Elec- 
toral College are first, that it strengthens the two-party system and. 
thus, discourages the development of splinter parties. In this way 
the Electoral College makes it more difficult for third-party "spoilers" 
to distort the popular will by drawing off support. Secondly, the pre- 
sent "winner take all" provision gives added weight to regional con- 
cerns and to urban industrial interests in populous states. Thus, it 
eases social conflict and helps create consensus by making it more 
difficult for a major party to ignore regional issues and urban needs.

' In Washington State is an area called the 
Fruit Bowl of the nation, which includes 
the town of Wapato and the surrounding 
countryside. This is where Fred and Pat 
Ericteon and theh live children live. 


They began backpacking five years ago 


when Mary, the youngest, was only three, 
arid could cany only candy bars. They 
now ''break up" the load with a fitted pack 
for each person. 


The Ericksons plan trips of up to five 


days. They have been to Mount Rainier 
National Park, including the Wonderland 
Trails, Shriner Peak, Indian Henrys Hunt- 
ing Ground and Chinook Creek, as well as 
to the Cascade Crest Trail, which stretches 
from California through Canada. 


The children enjoy preparing for trips, 


especially planning each day's course with 
maps and making special trail foods. They 
make granola, fruit "leather" and jerky, 
and dry much of their home-grown fruit.

right out of the hand on the trail or mixed 
with milk or hot water to make a cereal. 
The soy flour blends with the water to 
make a milky liquid." 


Another favorite trail snack of the Erick- 


sons is something they call GORP. Fred 
says it's a real "energy restorer and perfect 
for nibbling while you're hiking." The 
Ericksons take raisins, peanuts, walnuts, 
cut-up dates, semi-sweet chocolate bits, 
candy-coated chocolate and small salted 
cheese crackers and mix without any spe- 
cial proportion. One cup of each is a good 
start. Its colorful, not messy, and a big hit 
with young and old alike.

Camping trips have brought the hridcson /amily closer together. 


Pat assembles different packs for 
each meal, complete with direc- 
tions. She relies heavily on 
fieeze-dried foods and zips them 
up with extra ingredients like on- 
ion or parsley flakes, dill and cin- 
namon. They also bring dehy- 
drated soups, rye crackers, drink 
mixes, hard cheese and hunter 
sausages. "Little fruit cakes in a 
small loaf size travel ntaely."'says 
Pat. "So do hard breads because 
they don't crumble." 


Other hints Pat has for the hik- 


ing homemaker are to "collect 
miniature cooking tools from 
children's play sets. Save trial- 
size samples of toothpaste, soap 
and so on. Keep toilet articles 
together. For serving, use plastic 
nesting measuring cups and eat 
right from them." 


Fred says, "During the day as 


you eat almost continuously, it's 
important to replenish body flu- 
ids. Its easy to make a refreshing 
drink with powdered limeade or 
lemonade and water from a 
mountain stream." 


A favorite campsite dinner 


menu is Beef Stroganoff: freeze- 
dried meatballs, dry noodles and 
salt. Package everything in little 
plastic bags along with herbs and 
spices to season the sauce. 


Pat does it this way: 1) Cook 


noodles, 2) Rehydrate meatballs. 
3) Add herbs to noodles. 4) 
Prepare dehydrated sour-cream 
sauce mix in its own packet and 
add to noodles. Freeze-dried 
green beans go well with the 
meal. Finish with dried fruit. 


"For dessert, the children like 


stewed fruit compote," says Pat. 
"1 often take dry apricots and 
cook them with'water. When 
they're puffed up, add sugar. 
Make up some biscuit dough 
from homemade whole-wheat 
biscuit mix. Spoon on top of the 
bubbling apricots; cover and let 
them steam until done. And then 
you've got stewed apricots and 
dumplings. All kinds of dried ber- 
ries and fruits are good. Most 
stores cany dried apples, pears 
and peaches. They can be eaten 
plain, too. We'll have orange 
drink with dinner, made from 
powdered 
fruit drink, and at 


night, hot cocoa and marshmal- 
lows. For Fred and me. I put 
some rum in the cocoa. You 
have no idea how good it tastes." 


An_exciting experience Fred 


tells us about is the family's climb 
up Mount Adams, the second- 
highest peak in Washington. Last 
August, they started at 7:00 
A.M. and reached the top at 


"4:00 — 9 hours. They decided to 


take the quick way down and slid 
"fanny-side down" on the snow, 
reaching the bottom in one hour. 


As a result of their backpack- 


ing experiences through the 
years, the Ericksons have devel- 
oped many special skills, includ- 
ing fishing, photography, cook- 
ing, map-reading and just getting 
along with each other. The chil- 
dren have benefited from the ex- 
ercise and spirit of cooperation 
wiuYthe whole family. 


According to Pat. "Backpack- 


ing is an encapsulated lite ex- 
perience. There is discourage- 
ment, sometimes tears. We en- 
courage each other through the 
day at the arduous times, learn- 
ing how to raise one another's 
spirits. At the campfire later on, 
we talk about what has happened 
during the day as part of God's 
plan for us to help each other." 


Fred sums up why they spend 


so much leisure time outdoors: 
"To live in harmony with God's 
creation, to enjoy the unadulter- 
ated world, to relax in the splen- 
dor and magnificence of snow, 
rock, timber and water."

HOW TO CAMP 
SAFELY 


Make sure your camping trip is 
accident-free by following 
these safety tips.

Most serious injuries and occasional deaths that 


occur during camping trips are not due to camping 
itself but to some other activity, such as climbing. 
boating, water-skiing, swimming or fishing. And 
many in-camp injuries — falls, sprains, bums — 
could as easily happen at home; the difference is 
that while camping medical aid may not be readily 
available. Fortunately, though, virtually all camp- 
ing misfortunes can.be avoided by careful planning 
before you leave home. 


First, make a list of all gear you will need on the 


trip and then assemble it. Be sure each item is in 
working condition and that each person who will 
be expected to use it knows how. 


Next, pack the least-used items first and the 


most-used items last, so they will be accessible if 
needed in a" hurry. {For example, the first-aid kit 
should be easily available.) 


You also should plan and route your destination 


so that you know how long it will take to get to the 
campsite. Allow plenty of time so that you neither 
have to hurry nor travel too long. Avoid traveling 
at night as much as possible. 


When selecting a campsite, always check the 


trees. Don't camp beneath one that is rotten or 
dead or has hanging dead limbs. Never set up 
camp beneath a tall, lone tree; it might attract 
lightning. 


If camping near a river, be sure your camp is on 


high ground, safe from the hazard of a flash flood. 
Remember, it need not be raining where you arc. 
A violent storm in the mountains or high country 
up river can send torrents of water down a lazy 
stream, turning it into a violently churning death 
trap. Never camp in an area where boulders could 
dislodge and roll into your camp. Keep a radio in 
camp tuned to the nearest weather station. 


Take particular caution with fire. Confine your 


campfire within a fire ring or circle of rocks. Build 
one that is small and is far enough from camp so 
sparks will not damage or ignite it. Build the fire so 
the wind carries the smoke away from camp. 


Be particularly careful when cooking over an 


open fire, on a camp stove or on the range of a 
recreational vehicle (RV). Flame, hot grease and 
boiling water are but a few examples of potential 
dangers. If you use gas lanterns or heating de- 
vices, take care in filling, lighting, using and secur- 
ing them. Never light a catalytic heater inside a 
tent or an RV. 


The freak accident is the most difficult to avoid, 


but by properly preparing for camping and by us- 
ing caution, the chances of such an accident oc- 
curring are reduced. For example, if you have had 
a sleeping bag dry cleaned recently, be sure to air it 
thoroughly. Fumes from the cleaning fluid can as- 
phyxiate a sleeper. Ventilate all tents and RVs 
when any heating or cooking device is used. 


Keep campsites clean and litter-free. Garbage 


induces bacterial growth and can attract animals 
that might damage equipment. Beware of any 
animal that is aggressive; it may be rabid. 


Keep tables and stove as free of food smell as 


possible. Refrigeration of food is important, and all 
food should be locked away when not being used. 
Never keep food in a tent or a tent-trailer when in 
bear country. Never sleep in a tent that has been 
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used for cooking. 


If you are traveling into unfamiliar country, es- 


pecially in wilderness areas, obtain good geologi- 
cal survey maps vof the area and be sure that at 
least one person knows where you plan to go and 
when you plan to return. If possible, let several 
people know your plans. Thus if you do not return 
at the stated time, more persons will become con- 
cerned, and help will be on its way sooner. 


Finally, always guard against too much sun or 


too much exposure to cold, and know the nM 
treatment for heat exhaustion and frostbite •**

GUIDE 
ByJackMcCilntock 


Here's one expert's shopping list of what 
every camper will need on his trip. 


A campers needs are bask: 


water, shelter, food (sec "Great 
Camping Tips and Recipes from 
the Erickson Family," p.8). tools 
and something in which to store 
all of these necessities. 


Shcttet Before buying a tent 


decide how it will be used. Two- 
person, double-walled A-frame 
snow tents for backpackers cost 
about $135. For family camping, 
larger, boxy, canvas rooms are 
available with prices in the same 
range. Look for "tub" flooring of 
waterproof material extending 
far up the sides to prevent 
flooding. 


Tents get you out of wind and 


weather: steeping bags make you 
cozy. They are made in a number 
of sizes and are filled with every- 
thing from inexpensive Dacron 
to expensive duck or goose 
down. Prices for good bags 
range from about $50 to $200. 


The usual camping rig has a 


sandwichlike quality. You put 
down a ground sheet, set up a 


tent on it, and between the tent 
floor and the sleeping bag you 
place an air mattress (in warm 
climates) or a foam pad (in cold 
ones) to palliate the effects of the 
hard, cold ground. A thick vinyl- 
covered pad is good for family 
camping (about $10). 


Water. Since camping can 


always rum into more adventure 
than you'd bargained for, you 
should always carry water, even 
if you know its at the campsite. A 
collapsible plastic 2'/2-gailon jug 
costs about $2.50. a five-gallon 
plastic jerry jug is $8. For back- 


. packers, canteens and flasks are 


available. Hikers leaving the 
main track should carry water- 
purification tablets. 


Clothing. In the out-of- 


doors, baggy corduroys are best. 
In warm climates, T-shirt, shorts, 
hiking boots or, occasionally, 
sneakers are fine, with a venti- 
lated wide-brimmed hat to ward 
off the sun. In cold climates, 
many loose layers are better than 
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one tight one and arc more flexi- 
ble as the day warms. Thermal 
underwear has pockets to trap 
the body's heat. Wool, which re- 
tains heat but breathes, is very 


good. Wear two pairs of socks — 
a thin inner pair and a thick wool 
outer pair. For intermediate cool 
temperatures, an Irish wool tur- 
tleneck is excellent. For deep 
cold, down is best. Down-filled 
parkas are $45 and up (vests $30 
to $40) and, despite their bulky 
appearance, are nearly weight- 
less. To retain most of the body 
heat lost through the top of the 
head, wear a woolen cap. 


Weight Unit. The family 


camper has a cat, truck or trailer. 
The backpacker has only his 
back and his pack. One expert 
suggests a backpacker plan to 
carry no more than one-fifth of 
his body weight or an arbitrary 


35 pounds: 20 pounds in equip- 
ment, plus IVi pounds of food 
per person per day. There are 
soft day packs for $15 to $30 and 
larger rigid frame packs ($100 
and up) for longer trips. 


Light. Fire can't do it all In 


case of emergencies, have a six- 
volt flashlight that is waterproof 
and floatable. For old-fashioned 
camp light, the Coleman lantern 
is excellent and costs about $25, 
as does the Aladdin kerosene 
type, which burns some 50 hours 
on a gallon (about $30). More re- 
cent technology offers 
fluo- 


rescent lanterns that bum 20 
hours between recharges. 


Toob. They must include foil. 


a spatula, a toothbrush, a can 
opener, a dime and a quarter for 
.emergencies and biodegradable 
soap. You also should have wei- 
dry towelettes, plastic garbage 
bags, pendl and paper, 500-lb. 
test nylon cord and repair tape. 


You must have a knife,"and its 


an item, like boots, that you 
should not skimp on. A 4- or 5- 
inch blade will cost upwards of 
$20. Also include an ax or ma- 
chete for chopping, a small shov- 
el for trenching and extinguish- 
ing fires and a saw for cutting 
firewood. If you'll be away from 
the road, take a local topograph- 
ical map and compass — I1H 
and the instructions.

3. Your attitude toward your first name 
provides a clue to the way you feel about 
yourself. 
4. If you heard yourself talking, you prob- 
ably wouldn't have the slightest idea who it 
was. 
5. People who seldom develop any real 
rapport with their innermost feelings and 
desires seldom get to know anyone else 
well, either. 
6. The more sensitively you attune your- 
self to your emotions, needs and latent 
abilities the closer you come to the univer- 
sal goal of finding your authentic identity. 


ANSWERS 


1. True. In his treatise summing up the 
findings of studies on "Body Conscious- 
ness," psychologist Seymour Fisher ob- 
serves that "If you walk into a room in 
which there is a mirror of whose existence 
you are unaware and you are unexpected- 
ly confronted by your own image, the 
chances are that you will momentarily feel 
that you are face to face with an unknown, 
somehow alien, person." Even when a 
person takes a good look at his body, he 
tends to do so superficially, through an 
elaborate set of selective fitters 
and 


screens, seeing only what he wishes to 
see. The average person tends to "keep 
his distance" when viewing himself. 
2. False. Psychological studies at the Uni- 


versify of Florida have shown that people 
become better acquainted with themselves 
and gain deeper insight into their inner- 
most feelings and attitudes as they reveal 
themselves in close friendships. In addi- 
tion, as 'a person unfolds his ideas to 
another, he reveals them to himself; peo- 
ple who keep their thoughts and feelings 
bottled up tend to maintain only a surface 
relationship with their own inner selves. 
3. True. Studies at West Virginia Wesley- 
an College revealed that individuals who 
liked their first names tended to have more 
positive attitudes toward themselves than 
those who disliked their first names. Since 
most people feel that their names are a 
part of them — built-in like an arm or a fin- 
ger — it follows that there should be a rela- 
tionship between a person's attitude to- 
ward himself and toward his name, parti- 
cularly in the case of an uncommon first 
name. 
4. True. When we speak, we sound much 
differently- to ourselves than we do to 
others. In studies sponsored by the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health, tape 


• recordings were made -of subjects of 


various ages and walks of fife. The tapes 
provided most of them with the opportuni- 
ty to hear fw the first time how their voices 
actually sounded. Most listened to a 
playback of their voices with no sigh of 
recognition and were incredulous when 
assured that the voice each heard truly 
was his own. 
5. True. Psychologist Sidney M. Jourard, 
who has made an extensive study of the 
subject, finds that many people wear a 
mask or "public self' that has little in com- 
mon with their real self and that inspires 
the same kind of treatment from others. 
This role-playing makes human relation- 
ships an empty, meaningless farce, in 
which neither party gets acquainted with 
the real person. That often happens to a 
person whose real self is fascinating but 
who never lets it show. Consequently, he 
never 'really gets to know anyone, and 
nobody gets to know him. Eventually he 
loses touch with what he himself is actually 
like. 
6. True. Psychoanalyst Erich Fromm has 
found a sense of identity to be so vital that 
a person ultimately must find some means 
of satisfying it. And psychologist J.F.T. 
Bugental, who has evaluated leading 
research on this subject, defines a sense of 
Identity as "the sense of 'being there' in 
one's own life" as opposed to feeling like a 
passive spectator, lacking In personal 
direction and guided largely by the winds 
of chance. A sense of identity is a rack- 
solid feeling of personal distinction and 
worth that encourages a person to believe 
he is an authentic human being •!•• 
with untold potential.

MICHAEL YORK IS A QUIET 
AND CIVILIZED PERFORMER 


After years of training, he now is one of the 
screen's most accomplished actors. 


Michael York is starring in The Island of Dr. Moreau, a mo we 
about an obsessed scientists attempt to change beasts into men.

Behind a pair of tinted glasses, 


Michael York's eyes shine with 
delight. "In this movie I turn into 
a wild beast." he says happily, 
"and end up battling it.out with 
the other animals." The British- 
born, repertory-trained actor is 
talking about his just-completed 
film. The Island of Doctor Mo- 
reau. a movie made immediately 
after his portrayal of John the 
Baptist in the much-acclaimed 
recant television special, Jesus of 
Nazareth. York spent months 
bearded and in sandals, reading 
Scripture and studying religious 
paintings to help prepare himself 
for that task. "So this movie was 
something of a change of pace." 
he says with great seriousness, 
showing off a nice English flair 
for understatement. 


At 35 years of age. York has 


appeared 
in 25 major films. 


"That sounds simply wonderful, 
of course, but a couple of Ihem 
have been hissed and booed 
right off the screen." he says. 
"There was one film — complete 
with an all-star cast — that the 
critics compared to a big. stale 
marshmallow. But I've always 
believed that the way to learn 
how to do a thing is in doing it. 
and I was anxious to leam. to 
stretch my range as an actor. So. 
even when I was offered a part 
that definitely was not God's gift 
to the cinema, I usually took it." 


American audiences, how- 


ever, generally remember York in 
some very successful screen ef- 
forts: as the dashing, volatile Ty- 
bah in Romeo and Juliet, as 
Brian Roberts, the shy author en- 
langled in the sordid life of night- 
club singer Sally Bowlesjn Caba-- 
ret and as a boyish and endear- 
ingly clumsy D'Artagnan in The 
Three Musketeers and The Four 
Musfceteers. Despite what he 
calls an '"almost neurotic" effort 
to avoid being typecast. York 
often seems to find himself being 
asked to portray men who are 
similar to the Brian Roberts char- 
acter: sweet, intelligent, some- 
how endangered, innocents.. 


York's background provides a 


few clues as to why he portrays a 
quiet man of civilized intelligence 
with such skill. Bom in the town 
of Fulmer, in the county of Buck- 
inghamshire, his family was. by 
his own reckoning, "very middle 
class" and. with the exception of 
a Welsh grandmother who loved 
to sing, totally without theatrical 
ties or ambitions. 


His fathers dream was for his 


son to follow in his footsteps by 
attending Oxford University. At 
Oxford, Michael earned an hon- 
ors degree in English literature 
but spent all his spare time work- 
ing ^with the university's ex- 
perimental theater company. 


Shortly after graduation, he 


auditioned for the Royal Shakes- 
peare Company and the Nation-' 
al Theatre, England's two most 
prestigious 
acting companies. 


When he was accepted by both. 


he chose the latter because of his 
tremendous admiration for Sir 
Laurence Olivier, who at that 
time headed theNationalTheatre. 


York spent two years there. "It 


was a factory. I began classes at 
10:00 in the morning, left al 
11:00 at night. There was in- 
struction in movement, voice, 
fencing — everything you could 
think of. What I loved best about 
it was that its administration was 
so democratic. I often would find 
myself at limbering-up sessions 
doing knee bends next to Sir 
Laurence." 


York did mostly walk-on parts 


and understudied the more ad- 
vanced actors. It was during one 
of these seemingly insignificant 
walk-ons that he was spotted by 
director Franco Zeffirelli, who 
asked him to make a screen test. 
In no time flat. York was trans- 
formed from a student doing bit 
parts to a star in a multimillion 
dollar film. The Taming of the 
Shrew, 
alongside Elizabeth 


Taylor and Richard Burton. 


He also found himself working 


for a director who, in his own 
words, "demands all but the im- 
possible." Zeffirelli designed his 
own costumes, 
photographed 


the natives of location villages to 
hand-pick his extras and made 
enormous demands upon his 
actors. 


."That was a dream-come-true 


time for me." says York. "It was 
what I'd always fantasized about 
doing — being in the movies, 
making my way to Hollywood. 
But if it didn't work out, I would 
have been happy going back to 
the theater, doing what I had 
been doing before." 


York ended up becoming a 


favorite of Zeffrrellis. one of the 
few actors he chooses to work 
with constantly, "1 think its be- 
cause fm English." says York 
lightly. "My British ways as an ac- 
tor seem to offset his Italian 
excesses. 


"! can be more selective now 


about what I want to do. Begin 
calling the shots about my career 
— in a nice way. I'm not famous, 
you know. Ten sack loads of mail 
don't arrive at my door each day, 
the way I imagine they do for A! 
Pacino or Dustin Hoffman. In a 
way, this gives me much greater 
freedom as an actor." 


Is there a particular direction 


he'd like his career to take? "I 
want to do more comic parts and 
theater work." he says. "And 
Shakespeare — I'd love to do 
The Tamfng of the Shrew with 
Streisand, f think she'd

Know Your Right* When You 


"Buy On Time" 


Buying on time is one of our greatest con- 
veniences. But it's also somewhat confus- 
ing, and mistakes and misunderstandings 
are frequent. Here are seven essential 
points to remember: 
Don't sign before you read. Under- 
stand all the terms in the contract. All large 
or long-term contracts should be written in 
advance and read well before being signed 
by buyer and seller. Get advice if you need 
it. and get a copy of the contract. 
Know how much It costs. Understand 
about "service charges" and other hidden 
j£osts before you sign a contract. High in- 
terest rates can cost you plenty. 
Be sure you cu meet payment*. If 
you fall behind, the seller can take back 
(repossess) goods and you may lose what 
you've already paid. You usually get 10 
days to pay after a repossession. • 
Know who owns what. You may get the 
goods, but not the title (ownership) until all 
payments are made. Meanwhile, you are 
still liable if goods are lost, stolen or dam- 
aged — i.e.. you still are legally responsi- 
ble for paying the seller. 
Check die warranty. It is your protection 


3& goods are defective when bought. You 
can sue the maker or the seller for replace- 
ment or refund, or If you are injured be- 
cause of a defect- 
Know about pawning. That is. when 
you exchange goods you own for a limited 
time in exchange for money. You get your 
property back if you pay loan plus interest 
within a year. State laws say what top in- 
terest charge can be. 
Be sure to keep all papers that are re- 
Jpted to things you buy on time.

Traveling With A Pet By Car 


Motion sickness has to be considered 
.when you're traveling by car with your pet. 
Train your pet 10 minutes at a time, then 
20 minutes, then 30 minutes, until he has 
gradually adjusted his sense of balance to 
the moving vehicle. Feed the animal three 
hours before traveling and give him water 
one hour before you leave. Until your pet 
has cultivated steady legs and a calm 
stomach, keep the seat covers protected. 
Open windows to ventilate the car, but 
don't let his head hang out the window — 
he could get dirt and grit in his eyes and 
nose, and his ears and throat could be- 
come inflamed from the wind. Stop every 
few hours to give your dog water and a 
romp. But be sure to keep him on a leash. 
For your cat's comfort, keep a shallow box 
tilled with cat litter on the back floor of the 
car. Caution: when you leave your pet in a 
parked car, keep the window open enough 
so he can get-fresh air but can't jump out. 
Otherwise, your pet could suffocate. 


Lefties Not Left Out 


The old myth that left-handed persons are 
awkward and dull-witted is a creation of 
right-handers that should be discarded, 
says Dr. Sandra Witelson, a San Francisco 
child psychologist. "If a child wants to write 
with his left hand, nobody should inter- 
fere. Don't think its going to lead to a 
teaming problem, as some parents be- 
lieve. That sort of wrongful attitude could 
be detrimental to a child's confidence." 
What's needed are some even-handed 
facts about one of the worlds minorities: 
• University of California researcher. Dr. 
Curtis Hardyck, recently conducted a 
study of 7.488 schoolchildren that showed 
no significant difference in reading skills 
and "intellectual and cognitive. perfor- 
mance" between right-handers and lefties, 
who comprised 7 percent of the study 
group. 
• Diana Deutsch of the University of Cali- 
fomia-San Francisco reports finding left- 
handers superior to right-handers in per- 
ceiving "sound complexities" in stereo- 
phonic music. 


Be Alert To The Warning Signs 


Of Teenage Alcoholism 


"Any parent with a kid who gets drunk 
fairly often should be worried about it," 
says Dr. Morris Chafetz. director of the Na- 
tional Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Al- 
coholism. Aside from bouts of actual 
drunkenness, parents must be alert to 
these other signs as well: Any young per- 
son who needs a drink or two to function 
normally has a potential problem, and any 
dramatic change in personality — for ex- 
ample, a quiet teenager who suddenly be- 
comes boisterous — may be associated 
with drinking. If a teenage drinking pro- 
blem persists, parents will find that the 
sources of help are about the same as 
those available to adult drinkers. Many 
chapters of. Alcoholics Anonymous now 
have teenage members. Young people 
can also turn to AlAnon, originally estab- 
lished to help close relatives of alcoholics. 


How To Get The Best Bargains 


At Spring-Season Sates 


You can latch onto the best bargains at 
spring sales by following these simple 
rules, says Dolores Kluckman, acting head 
of the home economics department at 
South Dakota State University. 
• Think ahead to fall and winter when you 
buy spring-sale clothes. Avoid faddish ar- 
ticles and select a basic wardrobe of simple 
design that won't appear out of fashion 
later. 
• Remember that children grow. Buy 
things that will fit them properly when they 


* are slightly larger, or that can be adjusted 
as they grow. 
• Watch workmanship. A garment's no 
bargain if it isn't decently made. 
• Shop for Christmas, wedding and birth- 
day gifts at spring sales. Children's toys, for 
instance, go up in price in the fall and are 
cheapest around May and June. 
• You can save on small appliances in the 
spring; garden tools and furniture are good 
May-June buys. New stocks that arrive 
later in the year may be priced consider- 
ably higher. 
• Used cars aren't bargains in the spring. 
There, are many more sales in late 
summer.
